In April 1962 Donald MacGillivray of Calrossie wrote to W. E. Giddens: 


“Many thanks for yours of 28th March, and I'm glad you 
got my letter and photographs. But I think you are making a 
mistake about the Augusta heifer, and you must have misunder- 
stood me as I have never mentioned in any letter that I was 
willing to sell this heifer; I presume you mean ‘Augusta Jangle,’ 
whom I have already refused 1,200 pounds for as she has always 
been one of my keeping heifers. There are a certain six or seven 
each year that I will not sell, no matter what price is offered, for 
if I did I would be doing a bad turn to Calrossie! 


“I did say I would give you the pick of two or else three 
of our selling heifers next fall, and nobody would get 
in before you.” 


Of this letter Mr. Giddens says: 


“To familiarize you with this letter I want to explain that 
I tried to buy Calrossie Augusta Jangle and two or three other 
top heifers and one which was Calrossie Rothes Bebe. At the 
time Donald MacGillivray refused to sell these heifers. When 
our Association put a ban on imnorted cattle he reconsidered 
and let me buy these heifers.

2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed 
to serve when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd 
when under 20 months of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder, 
notice shall be given to the seller within six months of date of purchase, 
or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, if purchased under 14 months 
of age. 


3. With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all 
females are guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age _ shall 
not be served by a heavy or old bull.
